‘. “OTTAWA—Prorogation and  dis- 
solution of parliament in singular 
combination occurred last Friday 
night with the election date set for 
-July 28. Nominations in most places 
wily be a week before that but, in a- 
bout eighty constituencies, two weeks 
teartior. 

‘Tie windup came at the end of an 
interesting and fairly hectic day in 
what is known as the committee of 
asupply. 

The session has been a curious one 
‘in miany respects; for example, it has 
beén shorter than usual, less than 
three months of actual sittings, and 
yet ome of large legislature achieve 
ment. Over it from the start hung 
‘the shadow of an election, Much of 
the political strategy which bas been 
‘emipiloyed has been chearty in the 
‘light of this accepted event, while it 
has also been reflected in the vol- 
ume, and the scope of parliamentary 
enactments. ; 

No previous parliament save 
was actually prorogued and dinssty: 
ed the same day. The election will be 
«ight weeks from Monday, a. yonger 
time than usual and jonger than is 
really necessary. 

Since the budget was brought down 
it has been the engrossing theme. Its 
discussion in the house will now be 
‘continued in the country. For a ses 


sion preceding an election it has not | 


been a particularly stormy one, all

OTTAWA—Despite opposition 
from the Canadian Construction As- 
sociation, the railway commititee of 
the Senate approved the government, 
toll respecting fair wages and an 
eight-hour day for labor employed om 
pubiic works of the Dominion. 

Representing an association of con 
traabons, J. C. Reilly opposed the bill 
on the grounds it would work a 
hardship on the general building 
trade. The government, by setting 
a standand for its work would affect 
the private construction business as 
well, Mr.. Reilly submitted.

and canals, assured the. committee 
the provisions of the bill would not 
apply +o the Canadian Nationa} Rail- 
way nor the Hudson Bay Rajlilway, 
but would apply to the government- 
openated roads such as the Intercol- 
cnial amd the National Tnanscontin- 
ental.

Having been cailed upon to ad- 
\Gress the meetipg, Mr. Pitman ex- 
tended his thanks to those present 
for the confidence expressed in him. 
|He said that although he was no in- 
grained politician, he felt that hon- 
esty of purpose was the main object 
, of secking the support of the electcr- 
rate on this occasion. 

He said that he had but little criti- 
cism to offer at the work of the U.

TORIES ENDORSE 
AN INDEPENDENT 


MAJOR PITMAN, OF CHAUVIN IS 
TO BE BACKED BY THE LO- 
CAL CONSERVATIVES 


At a medting of local Conserva- 
tives held in the Masonic Hall, call- 
ed for re-organization of that body 
in this district, with Mr. R. Small- 
wood, of Irma, in the chair, Mr. D. 
Duggan, the Conservative leader in 
the provincial house, was the princi- 
pal speaker of the day. 

In opening his address, Mr. Dug- | 
gan expressed regret that the mect- 
ing had seen fit to place a Conserva- 
tive candidate in the field, butt stat- 
‘ed that the they had done the next 
best thing by giving endorsation to 
the support of the Independent candi- 
date, and taking Mr. Pitman as their 
leader in the fight for a seat in the 
provincial house. 

He said that their party had al- 
ways been on record as supporting 
all legislation which they considered 
to be for the betterment of the peo- 
ple of the province as a whole, and 
had strongly opposed the system of 
government by group or class. There 
heving been no big problems to deal 
with this system had not proved ser- 
ious heretofore, but with the natural 
resources coming into the hands of 
the government and with industries 
growing as they are, class legislation 
would prove absolutely futile. 

That class of government struck 
a serious bow at Canadian citizen- 
ship, on account of the unconscious 
class domination. He claimed that 
governments could only be best for 
a)l people and all creeds in order to 
consolidate the whole of the citizens 
{into one Canadian people. 

He spoke at some length on the 
system of voting by proportional rep 
resentation, and pointed out how un- 
fair such a system is to the rua. 
parts of the province; and claimed 
that the U. F. A. party had perpetu- 
ated that system for the sole pur- 
pose of retaining the vote. 

In dealing with financia) -matters, 
he said that he had on several oc- 
casions in parliament challenged the 
extravagance of the govermment and 
pointed out how money could be sav- 
ed to the ratepaycrs. 

Before closing, Mr. Duggan spoke 
on the roads question, and ‘pointed 
out that the natural resources ques- 
tion was one which required the best 
braims which the province could sup- 
ply to deal with it. He stated also 
that the Baker Education Bill had 
been up for considenation and with- 
drawn three times, which clearly 
prove that such a bill was not con- 
sidered to be in the bes interest of 
education in the province.

BRIGHT’S DISEASE 


Bright’s Disease takes its name 
from Richard Bright, an English 
physician, who, in 1827, published his 

observations on diseages of the kid- 


\ hey. Bright’s Disease, or nephritis, 
‘is an inflammation of the kidney. 

The human body is provided with 
two kidneys. Their function is the re- 
moval of waste material, the product 
of the working bedy brought to the 
kidneys in the. blood. They are in- 
dispensable organs; the life of the 
body canmot continue if they cease 
to function. 

The kidneys may be damaged by 
being called upon to remove an ex- 


| cessive amount of waste, when they 


simply break dowm under the over- 
strain. They may be damaged by 
poisons which are produced in the 
. body by. germs which are carried to 
the kidneys in the blood stream. 


It should be borne in mind that, - 


during childood, when scarlet fever, 
itonsillitis or any other infection oc- 
curs, whether severe or mild, germ 
poigons are produced. The proper 
cure in such cases is necessany in or- 
der to protect the kidmeys from 
hanm. 

The focal] infection in tonsils, teeth 
sinuses, or other parts, which makes 
for a chronic poisoning of the body, 
frequentily leads to nephritis. Faulty 
i hebits of life, which strain the body, 
may break down the kidney function, 

Nephritis exists in varying degrees 
‘from a very slight chronic condition 
to a severe acute stage. It is often 
discovered by accident. The individ 
ual, not suffering in any way, consid- 
ering himself perfectly well, comes 
up for life insurance examination, 
and, much to his surprise learns that 
he has kidney disease. Such a chance 
discovery is fortunate because it per 
mits of the proper early treatment 
which is so necessary if the condi- 
tion is to be prevented from becom- 
ing more serious. * It is surely not 
wise to leave such vital things to 
chance. Is it not much more reason 
able to have a health examination 
once a year in order to know if ab- | 4 
rormal conditions do exist, and then 
to.go under treatment promptly in 
the earliest stages of the disease. — 

The prevention of nephritis begins 
early in life. It begins with the pre- 
vention of the common communicable 
diseases and their proper treatment, 
if they occur. No focus of infection 
should be allowed to continue untreat 
ed. Proper diet, the avoidance of 
any excesses in food or drink, the use 
ef sufficient water, will prevent ab- 
use of the kidney. Throughout life,
